June is the month for graduates, a 
season of diplomas, gifts, congratula- 
tions, and best wishes. 

From schools of all kinds are stepping 
eager, earnest young people to face a 
world still reeling from the cataclysm 
called World War Il. Varied have been 
the reasons for the selection of schools 
and the choice of training. But the am- 
bition of all is the same: success for 
each as he thinks he sees it. Success to 
some will come labeled money; to some, 
fame; to some, influence; and to some, 
satisfaction in doing something to help 
humanity’s ills. 

Whatever else the world may need 
in political leaders, social leaders, in 
business, or in the professions; and 
though the need be great to fix up the 
society of this planet to make it a good 
place on which to live, the great need 
is the spiritual need. 

It is ironic that man ean build a tele- 
scope and discover worlds in distant 
space, can measure a star, and can tell 
the weight of a planet; but he cannot 
fathom men’s hearts. He searches in 
vain to apprehend the intentions of his 
fellows. He can tell to the minute when 
the sun and moon will be in eclipse 
and where the shadow will fall on the 
earth, but he cannot predict what his 
“neighbor will do. Nations distrust each 
other; so navies must police the oceans 
and armies must be ready to march. Man 
can blueprint the molecule, split the 
atom, and weigh the neutron. The in- 
visible worlds of the ultra minute and 
of force respond to his microscope and 
his mathematics and give} up their 
secrets. But man is still at the mercy 
of his own scruples, or lack of them; and 
he remains as retarded as the jungle 
in his relationship with his kind. He 
has ushered in a world of scientific won- 
ders; he can make synthetic drugs; he 
can analyze his food, cataloguing the 
vitamins and identifying its chemistry; 
but he has not learned how to distribute 
his food so that all children everywhere 
can have an equal share. He has intro- 
duced a world of plastics and new fab- 
rics, but he has not devised a way to 
divide and share the materials he al- 
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ready has so that those without might 
have the comfort of shelter and proper 
raiment. 

While the physicians hold repeated 
consultations, the sinsick world draws 
nearer to its death struggle. Though the 
sickroom be ornamented with theories 
and fine gestures, the cancer of human 
sin and greed eats deeper. If it is not 
found in one quarter, it can be located 
in another. 

The world needs the Spirit of Jesus 
to make it whole. The church, as we 
know it in recorded history, has not 
brought in the millennium by its efforts. 
But He will come “whose right it is to 
reign.” Then will the oft overturning 
cease and the peace for which earth 
cries will be known. Even the violence 
of nature will subside—and the lion will 
lie down and fellowship the lamb. 

Now earth’s need is the gospel of 
Jesus Christ—the message of repentance 
for sin and of pardon through His atone- 
ment. 

Among the graduates of June are the 
Bible school graduates. Out of colleges, 
seminaries, and institutes comes a set of 
more young people to join the ranks of 
evangelists, pastors, missionaries, and 
Bible teachers. With their basic knowl- 
edge of the Word of God and the torch 
of inspiration, they launch out to serve 
the Lord who has saved them and called 
them to His service.

that invited the judgment, the utter 
overthrow, of the cities of the plain, 
when God rained fire and brimstone out 
of heaven upon them, and destroyed 
them utterly; and it was the iniquity 
of the inhabitants of Canaan, at a time 
when their iniquity was full, that 
prompted God to decree their destruc- 
tion. 

God, at the beginning, created man 
in His own image. It was the design of 
God that man should have jurisdiction 
over the beasts of the field, the fowls 
of the air, and the fishes of the sea; in 
other words, that he should rule the 
earth. His rulership of the earth was, 
however, subject to the rulership of 
God. For God was over all, man in- 
cluded. Man sinned. He mortgaged his 
inheritance. God provided a Redeemer. 
The promise that in due time the Re- 
deemer would come was given. God 
instituted a system of worship, and 
established a moral code. But man 
ignored the divine system and the divine 
code, and proceeded to establish a system 
of his own, and the system was made 
contributory to his own moral code 
which was so far below the divine ideal 
that it was a system of immorality that 
even the beasts of the earth if capable 
of shame, might well have been ashamed 
of. Hence the immorality connected 
with worship in all heathen lands in 
ancient times, and in practically all 
heathen countries at the present time. 
Immorality is nauseous to God, but when 
it is connected with worship it is doubly 
nauseous. God is patient, infinitely 
patient, but even infinite patience when 
it is connected with infinite justice must 
necessarily have its limits. Patience 
ceases to be patience when it reaches its 
divinely appointed limits. When the 
cup of iniquity of the inhabitants of 
the land of Canaan was full, God de- 
creed that judgment should be poured 
out upon them, and it was through 
Israel that God decreed the judgment 
should come. Hence the instructions 
that were given to the children of Israel 
and the fact that they acted righteously 


in dealing with the people of the land 
in so far as they dealt with them in har- 
mony with those instructions. 


Man is in no position to judge God 
as to what actions of His are righteous 
or unrighteous. If God gives a com- 
mand, or decrees a decree, it is simply 
preposterous for man to call into ques- 
tion the righteousness of that command 
or decree. It may not be possible for him 
to explain it, or to understand it, for he 
is man and God is God. 

I was spraying my rose bushes today. 
The object of the spraying was to kill 
the insects that are preying upon the 
buds and threatening the very bushes 
with destruction. Let us for the sake 
of the argument imagine that the insects 
are capable of speech and of reasoning. 
One of them who has assumed a posi- 
tion of leadership, or, who has been 
appointed to assume that leadership in 
the present emergency, calls a meeting 
of all the survivors, and addresses them 
thus: 


“You are called together to consider 
a very important matter. It has been 
assumed and asserted that the man who 
resides on these premises is a good man. 
He certainly ought to be good, for he 
is an instructor in a Bible School, and 
he frequently preaches and tells people 
they ought to be good. I deny that he 
is good. I assert that he is most unjust. 
That he is cruel and heartless is self- 
evident. His conduct proves it to the 
satisfaction of all who possess reason. 
He deliberately planned to exterminate 
us, and then he proceeded to carry out 
his plan in a most deliberate manner. 
We had these bushes in our possession. 
They constituted our habitation. Our 
livelihood depended upon them, and 
we were simply following the course of 
nature, bothering nobody, interfering 
with no man’s pleasure; but this man 
sprays our habitation, and sprays us, 
with a deadly poison, with the evident 
object of utterly exterminating us. And 
the only reason why we have not all 
been exterminated, the only reason why 
a remnant of us remain alive, is not be- 
cause there was any manifestation of 
mercy on this man’s part, but simply be- 
cause he was not able to succeed in the 
fullest sense of the word. It seems to 
me so evident that this man purposes to 
destroy all of us that it is quite likely 
that in a day or so, when he shall have

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E see them coming down the road— 

the new bride and groom, dressed 
in their finest, leading a procession of 
happy, smiling people. As they approach 
the cheerful, bright new cottage which 
is to be their home, the groom steps for- 
ward and quickly unlocks the door. Our 
attention is drawn to a small, polished 
brass vessel in the hands of the bride, 
and we note that it is filled with glowing 
red coals. Carefully she crosses the 
thresho'd and walking quickly to the 
open fireplace, she deftly places the 
coals upon the wood that has been laid. 
As the flames begin to leap and crackle 
a shout arises from the happy company 
of friends crowding around the hearth, 
and from many voices there arises the 
prayer, “May the fire never go out in 
this home.” 

Fire has always had a large place in 
the litescheme of the human family. 
And from the words of the text above, 
fire had its prominent place in the wor- 
ship of the Old Testament—“The fire 
shall ever be burning upon the altar.” 

This fire burned upon the brazen 
altar just inside the tabernacle enclosure. 
Evening and morning the priest cleaned 
out the ashes and placed them upon the 
east of the altar. Then he changed his 
clothes and carried them to a clean place 
without the camp. It was not all glamor 
and honor in the tabernacle worship. 
There were tasks of drudgery as well to 
keep the fire burning. 

During the day, while the morning 
and evening sacrifices were being offered 
and the various sacrifices of the rulers 
and people were burning upon the altar, 
it was an easy thing to keep the fire 
burning. People were coming and go- 
ing. There were things to do. Action, 
interest, variety, excitement made the 
day pass swiftly. But during the long 
tedious hours of the night, the priest 
must keep the fire burning. It must 
never go out. In the light of a full moon 
or during a pouring rain, the priest must 
remain awake and alert to his task. 

The fire upon the altar came from 
heaven. The thrilling story of the de- 
scent of the fire is found in Leviticus 
9:23,24. Moses and Aaron came out 
of the tabernacle of communion. They 
blessed the people. The glory of the 
Lord appeared to all. Then a spark of fire 
flashed forth from the presence of the 

‘Lord. The flame was kindled and the 


sacrifice was consumed upon the altar.

Immediately (see Lev. 10:1-2) Na- 
dab and Abihu, sons of Aaron, but not 
consecrated as was Aaron, offered their 
strange fire unto the Lord, only to meet 
with the sudden wrath of an angry God 
and to be consumed by a blast of fire 
from the Lord. 

Strange fire and strange incense, alike, 
were not to be offered by anyone. And 
only one priest was to offer at one time. 
God needs no auxiliary priests today, for 
Christ our Great High Priest effectively 
meets every demand of God and every 
need of men. Nadab and Abihu, pos- 
sibly drunk, as some conjecture from 
verses 8 and 9, were at any rate pre- 
sumptuous and died with the same 
stuff they were trying to offer in false 
worship. Fire warms, purifies, refines, 
glows, and cleanses; but fire also burns, 
sears, scorches, cripples, and destroys. 

Today, God no longer has the taber- 
nacle in the wilderness. He has human 
temples with pulsating, living hearts 
for His altars. “I beseech you therefore, 
brethren, by the mercies of God, that ye 
present your bodies a living sacrifice, 
holy, acceptable unto God, which is 
your reasonable service” (Rom. 12:1).

Greece—beginning April 1, 1947. Will 
this mean that we will be forced soon to 
spread that responsibility to Turkey? If 
this comes, as it almost inevitably will 
despite the current coolness of the pres- 
ent Congress, the U.S. will be a major 
Mediterranean power. 

The line of thinking which London 
believes will make even an economy- 
minded Congress accept this expensive 
challenge runs something like this: 

If the British pull out and no other 
power takes over, the local Communist 
party will gain control of Greece. 

That would mean Russian domina- 
tion of Greece and the development of 
a two-way push on Turkey (from the 
west as well as the east). Thus envel- 
oped, Turkey would be forced to yield 
to Russian demands. 

Then, with the Dardanelles in their 
control, and Greece as an added base, 
the Russians would quickly move into 
Italy, which is already teetering on the 
edge of Communism. 

From there all of Western Europe 
would be exposed to Communist political 
drives.

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Gathering Together

“Where two or three are gathered to- 
gether in my name, there am I in the 
midst of them” (Matt. 18:20). 

The urge to get together is as old as 
the race. The arrow points in this direc- 
tion if we would achieve either of two 
major human objectives — satisfaction 
and progress. But we are not concerned 
here with the natural herd instinct nor 
yet with the deliberate high goal of 

_living happily and efficiently together, 
but with that kind of gathering together 
that provides not only the highest in 
human relationships, but what is in- 
finitely more important, fellowship with 
the Infinite. 

Seven distinct religious and holy con- 
vocation periods were marked off by 
Jehovah for annual observance by the 
redeemed nation. This required that 
multiplied thousands must leave their 
comfortable homes and their absorbing 
business interests in order to devote 
themselves entirely for days on end to 
congregational worship and the public 
observance of the varied aspects of their 
holy religion. This was not a grievous 
burden thrust upon an unwilling people. 
Far from it. David, in one of his ‘in- 
spired songs, gave expression to the 
heart reaction of the willing and obed- 
ient worshiper under the old covenant, 
“T was glad when they said unto me, let 
us go into the house of the Lord. Our 
feet shall stand within thy gates, O 
Jerusalem.” 

I am thinking now of the crowds that 
will be attracted to the old campgrounds 
in St. Helena this month. There is no 
law that lays this obligation upon us as 
in David's time; yet to the remotest cor- 
ner of this great District God's saints 
are even now beginning to feel the inner 
spiritual urge to prepare to meet with 
God and his saints on the old camp- 
ground. Even though the accommoda- 
tions will not be up to the standards of 
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city fare, the place will soon be teeming 
with people and ringing with the high 
praises of God for what He is and what 
He is doing for those who shall have 
found a way to extricate themselve 
from pressing material interests and 
come apart to seek His face and to be 
built up in their most holy faith. 


Great outdoor summer camp meet- 
ings had a large part in the early develop- 
ment of the churches of America. These 
great gatherings were mightily used of 
God in awakening indifferent people 
who had never been aroused by the 
ordinary methods of the churches and in 
deepening and revitalizing believers of 
all ages and all denominations. Days 
and weeks spent in giving undivided at- 
tention to things spiritual brought show- 
ers of blessing and kindled revival fires 
that continued to burn long after the 
happy camp sessions were but a cher- 
ished memory. 


The last half century has brought 
many changes. Many of the older de- 
nominations have abandoned the cus- 
tom of camp meetings altogether. The 
revival mantle has fallen upon younger 
and more aggressive movements. The 
old hunger for God has been stirred 
again by the impassioned preaching of 
the old-time gospel, and this has found 
expression in much the same manner as 
in former times.

Both in the numbers in attendance and 
the depth and quality of the over-all re- 
sults, these Full Gospel camp meetings 
are not one whit behind the best days 
of our forerunners in this arena. In fact, 
the full Pentecostal experience with 
varied and diverse supernatural mani- 
festations that we are witnessing in these 
wonderful days has led millions to be- 


lieve that God is seeking to restore to 
His believing remnant the full measure} 
of blessing and power of first-centu 
religion as the church age draws to a 
close. 

It might prove interesting here to! 
raise the question as to the possible con- 
nection between the decline of spiritual- 
ity in churches and the loss of interest 
in camp meetings. Any general con- 
vocation of people necessitates incon 
venience and the expenditure of time: 
and money. It stands to reason, there 
fore, that we cannot expect general sup- 
port of such programs unless there is 
general hunger for God, which alone 
can make such intensive and protracted | 
campaigns appealing.

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When Ray Saw The Light

Ray Morales was a young man of the 
world. ‘His life was a whirl of bright 
lights, popular music, whisky glasses, 
flirtatious girls, and easy money. He 
had everything! For twelve years he 
made an easy living with his steel guitar. 
Few guitarists on the West Coast could 
match his romantic melodies. His pro- 
fession was to make heavy hearts light 
with his music, and it took him into 
many popular hotels, night clubs, and 
private entertainment spots. 

But Ray was a failure. He was suc- 
cessful in the entertainment field, but 
he had an empty heart. He was sitting 
at home one day, perfectly sober (though 
his usual habit was to drink a quart of 
whisky daily), when he began to think 
of the past. His sins were brought be- 
fore him like the pages of a terrible book. 
He seemed to see his wife, whom he 
had led into the life of a hopeless 
alcoholic. He remembered how, in a 
drunken rage, he had broken her jaw 
and sent her to the hospital. He saw his 
two children, separated from him now 
by his own sinfulness. 

Many sinful scenes from the past 
haunted his strangely awakened con- 
science. What to do? He was ashamed 
of the past; he was sick of the present. 
He would end it all. Heavy busses sped 
past his front door.

The days that followed were full of 
new experiences for this born-again 
night club entertainer. He told his 
family and friends of his experience.

If you 
cannot send the full amount, send what 
you can. Others will be glad to share 
with you in the expense. Some churches 
_are financing this expense with offerings. 
One group is selling rags to help cover 
the expense, and some individuals are 
_ giving the 11 cents for each pound they 
bring. The pastors or W.M.C. presi- 

dents can work this out as they think 
best for their own circumstances.

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Our Church In Berkeley 


The Berkeley church began in the 
early '30’s in a small building on Uni- 
versity Avenue. In 1936 it was afhiliated 
with the Assemblies of God, about the 
same time moving into a larger building 
on San Pablo Avenue. 


In June 1937 Mrs. Eleanor John- 
son became the pastor. The church and 
Sunday school were 
small, but the work- 
ers were consecrated 
and faithful, and God 
began to bless and 
prosper. Souls were 
saved from time to 
time, believers filled 
with the Holy Ghost, 
and sick bodies were 
healed. While the growth has not been 
spectacular, it has been steady until now 
the Sunday school, instead of 25 or 30, 
has over a hundred enrolled; and _ in- 
stead of 12 or 15 in the Sunday services, 
there are from 75 to 100, sometimes 
more. 


In 1940 the building on San Pablo 
was sold and it became necessary for us 
to move. We were not able to find a 
building we could move into immed- 
iately; so services were held in the par- 
sonage for six weeks. It was wonderful 
for us to see how God began to move in 
our behalf, making it possible for us to 
lease a building that had several times 
been refused to a church. What at first 
seemed to be a catastrophe, God used 
for the good and blessing of the church. 
From the time we moved into the new 
location on University Avenue, God 
began to bless and the work began to 
expand. It was another proof to us of 


the truth of Romans 8:28.

All of this time the pastor and con- 
gregation were praying and_ looking 
forward to the time when we would 
have a building of our own, a church 
in Berkeley. The corner we eventually 
purchased seemed to be the one God 
impressed us was for us; yet every time 
we tried to buy, we were prevented until 
March 1946 when God suddenly and 
unexpectedly opened the way for us to 
buy it.

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Conducting A Street Meeting 


by Rosemary Murpuy, 
Senior Student in G.T.B.1. 


Preparation is perhaps the most im- 
portant single feature in the conducting 
of a successful street meeting. Each de- 
tail of the meeting from the time the 
group leaves the church hall until it re- 


turns, should be well in mind. This in-- 


cludes, of course, the selection of one 
capable person to be in charge and to 
arrange the program. It is just as im- 
portant for a street meeting to have a 
leader as it is for any other type of 
meeting. It also includes arrangement 
of a suitable program for the meeting 
itself. This is done by the leader,—as 
well as are the plans for marching to 
and from the corner chosen for the meet- 
ing. Even if it is at a distance and cars 
or bus must be used, some plans should 
be made concerning the assembling of 
participants after they have reached 
their destination. 

Concerning the participants in a 
street meeting, I should say above all 
else is that they should want to go. They 
should glory in witnessing to the saving 
power of Jesus Christ in their lives and 
long to persuade the lost and dying to 
“look to Him and live.” A person who 
attends one of these meetings under 
duress or persuasion doesn’t put his all 
into the meeting, and, in the case of 
teen-agers especially, is likely to spoil 
the meeting. Street meetings are a won- 
derful place to gain experience, but they 
are also our only contact with countless 
people who would not set foot inside our 
church. Let’s try to win them, not prac- 
tice on them. Gum-chewing, painted 
youngsters, by appearance and attitude, 
may contradict every word we say. 

Then, too, among those who go to 
the street meeting with a desire to 
preach and testify, there should be some 
definitely asked to go to take care of 
the musical part of the meeting. A 
violin would not be a great deal of help 
on a busy street, but a few good wind 
instruments and a drum will bring peo- 
ple for blocks to hear what is going on. 

In choosing a suitable corner for the 
street meeting, consider the people who 
will be reached in different locations. 
In personal everyday contacts one 
reaches the man or woman here and 
there who needs Christ, but in the street 
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meeting the purpose is to reach a large 
number ‘of people and sow the seed in a 
more general way. Therefore, a public 
corner should be chosen which is known 
to be very busy—if possible a place which 
many people pass in the course of a day 
or an hour. In a large city, especially, 
this location is often accompanied by 
the noises of traffic, shouting, street 
cars, horns honking, etc. We must also 
consider this, and then perhaps it will 
be found better to choose a less crowded 
but quieter place, unless the group is 
fortunate enough to have the use of a 
public address system. 


With a meeting place well chosen, 
an eager group ready to go, and a cap- 
able leader in charge with a well-planned 
program, the next problem is to get 
there. Marching has been mentioned. 
In cases where the meeting place is 
within walking distance of the church 
from which the group starts, this is the 
very best method. In the first place, it 
is inspiring to the group itself to march 
“as to war’ down the street to the beat 
of the drum or the music of a band, with 
Bibles in hand and heads high as they 
take a stand for Christ. Many are afraid 
to witness alone to someone, but who 
would be bold and fearless when carried 
by the spirit of an army arrayed for 
battle with a common enemy. If the 
group has a banner to follow, such as 
that of the Christ’s Ambassadors, all the 
better. Give the banner to a strong, 
tough, perhaps timid person, and let 
him feel the thrill of leading an army, 
with the drummer right behind him, 
then the band or instruments and the 
rest all following in time with the drum. 
Insist that they march. Some are a little 
shy of the exaggerated pace at first, but 
if it is compulsory, and everyone else is 
doing it, they will do it too—and they'll 
enjoy it! Everyone loves to watch a 
parade, but even that never can equal 
the delight of being a parade. 

If it is impossible to walk to the meet- 
ing place, instructions should be given 
for immediate assembly after the group 
has alighted from the cars or bus which 
brings them. Arrange to have everyone 
leave the church building at once and, 
if they are going in separate vehicles,

to stay together. All should arrive at the 
same time and line up in order right 
away. Get down to business immed- 
iately. Allow no time for gazing around 
at the people or for conversation. The 
fervent prayer engaged in beforehand 
has the tendency to leave one hushed 
and earnest, but small talk now will dis- 
tract from the purpose. 

The meeting itself will begin as the 
band, or the two or three horns, or even 
the guitar, strikes up the music. Attract 
attention with lively music. Marches 
or familiar gospel songs can be used, 
just playing the music at first. Then 
the band might play and everyone sing 
a verse of a well-known gospel song. 
People will stop on the street and sing 
along if they know the songs. After 
you have announced who you are and 
why you are there, and have given an 
invitation for passersby to stand around | 
and listen, choruses can be played and 
sung and participants may testify or 
exhort, or both, in pre-determined order. 
If anyone has a desire to testify he 
should be given the chance, but this 
should be made known ahead of time 
and all put in order so that there will 
be no waiting or hesitancy to cause con- 


fusion. God is a God of order. 


Scripture will no doubt be quoted | 
during the testimonies. Scripture is our 
greatest weapon and our most pressing 
task is to sow the Word. However, © 
someone should be appointed to read 
a small portion of the Word, perhaps — 
speaking no more than five minutes, at 
the close of the testimony period. He 
will give the invitation and take the 
requests for prayer. After prayer, a 
song will fit in very well, a song of re- 
joicing or praise, leaving the people 
with this last impression, which they 
may or may not believe, but which 
shows that as a people we have found 
true joy in Christ. The announcer here
